4. This com m ittee studies pos­ 
sible plans for financing the work 
and also for a suitable constitu­ 
tion and by-laws. In due 
tim e, 
this group m ay recom m end offi­ 
cers or an executive com m ittee 
for a p erm a n en t board of d irec t­ 
ors.
